I  HAVE  the  honour  to  enclose  a  certified  copy  of  an  Act  passed,  I 
believe,  without  a  division  by  both  Houses  of  the  Canadian  Leyislature,  in  pur- 
suance of  tic  views  expressed  in  yoin-  Despatch  of  February  1.5th,  No.  .)•),* 
relating  to  the  Church  of  Kn<;land  in  tliis  colony. 

You  will  see,  .Sir,  that  the  Dill  consists  of  only  two  clauses.  Indeed  its 
brevity  is  such  as  may  hereafter  lead  to  doubts  on  its  proper  construction. 

It  is  for  Her  Majesty's  advisers  in  England  to  '"ly  whether  a  short  Imperial 
Act  is  necessary  to  give  full  effect  to  its  provisions,  especially  if  it  carries  with 
it,  or  is  supposed  to  confer  on  the  Synods,  the  nomination  of  the  bishops — a 
point  noi  altogether  clear. 

Looking  to  the  nature  of  the  Act,  and  the  manner  in  which  it  indirectly 
touches  the  rights  of  the  Crown,  I  have  thought  it  my  duty  to  reserve  it  for  the 
Queen's  assent. 

On  the  whole,  however,  as  it  has  been  introduced  by  the  persons  understood 
to  be  the  friends  of  the  Church  of  England,  and  has  been  adopted  by  the 
Legislative  Council  and  Assembly,  I  reconmiend  that  it  shuuld  receive  the 
allowance  of  Her  most  Gracious  Majesty.

VVnr.iiKAS  doubts  pxisl  wlietlior  tlie  nicnibera  of  the  United  CIumtIi  of  EnglMnii 
and  Ireland  in  this  Province  have  die  power  of  regulnting  iliu  atfiiirs  of  their  Church  in 
mattorri  relating  to  r'iscipline,  and  necessary  to  order  ii«d  iroud  govenunent,  and  it  i>>  Juki 
liiut  such  doubts  Jiould  be  removed,  in  order  that  tuey  may  l)c  perniittrd  to  exercise  the 
same  rigi)ls  of  self-government  that  are  enjoyed  by  other  religious  communities:  therefore 
Ibir  Majesty,  by  and  with  the  advice  ond  consent  of  the  Legislative  Council  and  Assembly 
of  Canada,  enacts  as  follows : 

I.  The  bishops,  clergy,  and  laity,  members  of  the  I'uitcd  Church  of  England  and 
Ireland  in  this  province,  may  meet  in  their  several  dioceses,  which  arc  now  or  may  he 
hereafter  constituted  in  this  province,  and  in  such  manner  and  by  such  proceedings  as 
they  shall  adopt  friuuo  constitutions  aiui  make  regulations  for  enforcing  diecipline  in  tiie 
Church,  for  the  appointment,  deposition,  deprivation,  oi'  removal  of  any  person  bearing 
oHice  tlierein,  of  whatever  order  or  degree,  any  rights  of  the  Crown  to  the  contrary 
notwithstanding,  and  for  the  convenient  and  orderly  management  of  the  property,  aitiiirs, 
and  interests  of  the  Church  in  matters  relating  to  and  allccting  oidy  the  said  Church,  and 
the  officers  and  members  thereof,  and  not  in  any  manner  interfering  with  the  rights, 
privileges,  or  interests  of  other  religious  communities,  or  of  any  person  or  persons  not 
being  n  member  or  members  of  the  said  Uniied  Clun-ch  of  England  and  Ireland  :  Provided 
always,  tliat  such  constitutions  and  regulations  shall  apply  only  to  the  diocese  or  dioceses 
adopting  the  same.

Sir,  10,  Charles  Street,  St.  James's,  July  9,  185G, 

The  Ciinailian  Cluircli  Bill  having  been  reserved  for  Her  Majesty's 
assent,  after  liuving  passed  both  Houses  of  the  I'rovincial  Legislature  hy  an 
unaninioiis  vulo,  at  the  request  of  the  Bishop  of  Toronto,  and  on  behalf  of  the 
church  people  of  tin'  Province,  I  beg  leave  respectfully  but  earnestly  to  call 
your  attention  theieto. 

You  are  aware  that,  by  the  Bill  which  converted  the  clergy  reserve  lands  in 
Canada  to  secular  puiposcs,  tlie  Legislature  of  the  province  declared  their 
desire  that  tiiere  should  be  an  entire  separation  between  (^hurch  and  State 
in  the  colony,  and  tiiat  soon  afterwards  the  churchmen  of  the  province 
obtained  froin  both  Houses,  from  the  Upper  House  unanimously,  and  from 
the  Lower  by  a  majority  of  two  to  one,  an  addresa  to  Her  Majesty,  praying 
for  the  passage  of  an  Act  by  the  Imperial  Parliament,  to  enable  the  members 
of  the  Churcli  to  meet  in  Synod,  and  to  elect  their  future  bishops,  as  vacancies 
might  occur.  To  tiiat  address  you  sent  an  answer  during  the  spring  of  this 
year,  and  soon  after  your  Despatch  was  leceived  the  Bill  was  brought  uito  the 
Assembly,  whicli  tiie  Governor  General  has  reserved  for  the  signification  of 
Her  Majesty's  pleasure. 

Tiiat  Bill  is  concurred  in  by  all  the  Canadian  bishops,  and  h.is  received 
the  unanimous  ai)proval  of  the  Diocesan  Assembly  of  Toronto,  composed 
of  nearly  all  the  clergy,  and  of  lepre.sentativcs  from  every  churcli  in  the 
diocese,  except  three,  and  its  passage  through  the  Legislature  was  so  favoured 
titat  it  passed  tiirough  its  second  and  third  reauings  in  the  A.ssembly  in  the 
same  day. 

The  churchmen  of  the  diocese  of  Toronto  have  been  long  expecting  the 
division  of  thi't  diocese  into  three,  and  the  necessary  endowments  tor  the  new 
sees  are  so  nearly  provided,  that  it  is  hoped  they  may  be  erected  this  summer 
under  this  Bill,  and,  therefore,  it  is  the  earnest  desire  of  the  people  of 
the  Church  that  Her  Majesty's  assent  may  be  given  to  the  measure  at  an 
early  day. 

I  have  given  you  this  short  statement  of  the  facts  connected  with  the  Bill, 
as  I  thought  you  might  desire  to  have  them  before  you,  and  I  can  state  them 
with  authority,  as  I  brought  the  subject,  in  the  address  to  Her  Majesty, 
before  the  Canadian  Legislature  last  session,  submitted  and  carried  the  draft 
of  the  Bill  unanimously  through  the  Diocesan  Assembly,  and  introduced  it 
into  the  Lower  House. 

The  churclimcii  of  Canada  have  no  desire  to  .separate  from  the  Church 
of  England,  no  wisii  lo  erect  an  iiidependent  church,  but  they  require  some 
better  system  for  the  managemeiil  of  tlieir  temporalities,  and  tiic  regulation  of 
the  preferment  and  discipline  of  the  Church  than  they  now  Imve;  they  have 
demanded  no  power  over  matters  of  doctrine  nor  forms  of  prayer ;  they  ask 
simply  that  as  in  all  questions  of  political  rights  the  wishes  of  the  Canadian 
iile,  us  expressed  througii  their  representatives,  are  allowed  to  prevail,  so  in

I  iiAVK  to  acknowledge  your  Despatch,  No.  !)1,*  of  the  '.'Otii  .Fune, 
tnuismittini{  a  Hill  which  had  passed  the  Council  and  Assembly,  "  to  enable 
"  the  Members  of  the  United  Church  of  Kngland  and  Ireland  in  C'anaila  lo 
"  meet  in  .Synod,"  and  which  you  rightly  reserved  >br  the  sif^nification  of 
Her  Majesty's  pleasure  thereon. 

Her  Majesty's  (iovernnient  have  not  fiiilcd  to  give  to  this  enactment  the 
consideration  which  its  importance  demanded.  It  ap))ears  tliat  it  passeil 
unanimously  througii  both  brunches  of  the  Cuiiudiun  Legislatme,  and  I  have 
every  reason  to  believe  that  it  met  with  the  very  general  concurrence  of  the 
bishops,  clergy,  and  laity  of  the  ('lunch  of  England  in  Canada. 

Under  these  circumstances  Her  Majesty's  Government  woultl  have  had  no 
doubt  that  it  was  their  duty  to  advise  Her  Majesty  to  give  her  assent  to  this 
liill.  It  woidd  be  altogether  contrary  to  the  principles  on  which  the  Govern- 
ment of  Canada  has  been  for  some  time  conducted  if  tiiey  were  to  interpose 
any  obstacle  to  that  course  which  the  Legislature  and  people  of  the  province 
deem  to  l)e  expedient  with  regard  to  the  regulation  of  ecclesiustical  aftairs. 

Hut  upon  reference  to  the  law  officers  of  the  Crown,  serious  doubts  have 
been  expressed  whetlier  this  Act  tloes  not  go  .so  far  beyond  the  provisions  of 
the  .\ct  |)assed  by  the  Legislature  of  the  Colony  of  N'ictoria,  to  which  I 
referred  in  my  <i)riTier  Despatch'",  as  to  render  it  unlawful  for  Her  Majesty  to 
give  her  assent  to  it  without  the  assistance  of  the  Imperial  Parliament.  I'nder 
these  circumstances  I  can  only  at  present  say,  that  the  whole  subject  shall  lie 
maturely  considered  with  the  object  of  adopting  such  a  coiuse  ufion  it  as  I 
trust  will  be  satisfactory  to  the  Legislature  and  people  of  Canada  and  benelicial 
to  the  members  of  the  Church  of  England  within  the  province.  ^

Whereas  diere  was  this  day  read  at  the  Board  a  Report  from  the  .Judicial  Committee 
of  the  Privy  Council,  dated  the  23rd  of  March  last  past,  in  the  words  following,  viz.: — 

"  Your  Majesty  having  l>een  pleased,  by  your  Order  in  Counril  of  the  20tn  December 
■■  lost  past,  to  refer  unto  this  Committee  a  Bill  {lassed  by  the  Legislative  Council  and
